Six States to Receive $8.5 Million in Flood Assistance 
LABOR DEPARTMENT REQUESTS ADDITIONAL $43.5 MILLION FROM CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON -- The U.S. Department of Labor is granting six 
Midwest states $8.5 million to create jobs for workers displaced 
by the floods and is requesting an additional $43.5 million from 
Congress to help with flood recovery, Secretary of Labor Robert 
Reich has announced. 


States receiving the funds are Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, 
South Dakota, Minnesota and Wisconsin. The grants are expected 
to create nearly 1,590 temporary jobs -- lasting about 16 weeks 
-- to benefit the public through community clean-up projects, 
restoration of levees and bridges and reconstruction of public 
facilities. 


Reich, who visited flooded Midwest states with President 
Clinton last week, said the additional funds are necessary due to 
the magnitude of flood damage. 


"Our hearts go out to the residents of the Midwest," Reich 
said. "But our sympathy is not enough. Direct help is needed. 
The immensity of this disaster compels us all to do everything 
humanly possible to help those affected." 


Funds are now being provided through emergency provisions of 
the Job Training Partnership Act's dislocated workers program. A 
separate appropriation from Congress is necessary to supplement 
the funds. 


Of the six grants provided so far, the largest -- $2.5 
million -- is for Iowa and is expected to create up to 417 jobs 
throughout the state. 


In Missouri, the $2 million grant is expected to provide up 
to 480 jobs in the following counties: Andrew, Atchison, Barry, 
Bates, Boone, Buchanan, Callaway, Camden, Carroll, Cape 


Giarardeau, Chariton, Clark, Clay, Cole, Cooper, Daviess, 
Franklin Gasconade, Gentry, Harrison, Holt, Howard, Jackson, 
Jefferson, Lafayette, Lewis, Lincoln, Marion, McDonald, Miller, 
Moniteau, Montgomery, Newton, Nodaway, Osage, Perry, Pike, 
Platte, Pulaski, Ralls, Ray, Saline, Shelby, St. Charles, St. 
Louis, St. Louis City, Ste. Genevieve, Stone, Warren and Worth.

In Illinois, another $2 million grant will support up to 480 
jobs; counties expected to benefit are Adams, Boone, Calhoun, 
Carroll, Hancock, Henderson, Henry, Jersey, Jo Daviess, Lake, 
Madison, McHenry, Mercer, Monroe, Pike, Rock Island, Stephenson, 
St. Clair, Whiteside and Winnebago. 


The $500,000 grant for South Dakota will serve about 50 
workers in the Eastern third of the state. 


A $1 million grant for Minnesota is expected to provide 
about 110 jobs in the following counties: Blue Earth, Brown, 
Carver, Chippewa, Cottonwood, Faribault, Goodhue, Jackson, Le 
Sueur, Lincoln, Lyon, Martin, McLeod, Murray, Nicollet, Nobles, 
Pipestone, Redwood, Renville, Rock Scott, Sibley, Washington, 
Watonwan and Yellow Medicine. 


Finally, a $500,000 grant for Wisconsin should provide about 
50 jobs for workers in the following counties: Adams, Buffalo, 
Calumet, Clark, Columbia, Chippewa, Crawford, Dane, Dunn, Eau 
Clair, Fond du Lac, Green Lake, Green, Grant, Iowa, Jackson, 
Juneau, LaCrosse, Lafayette, Lincoln, Marathon, 
Marquette, Outagamie, Pepin, Pierce, Price, Rock, Portage, Rusk, 
Sauk, St. Croix, Trempealeau, Vernon, Wauspaca, Waushara, 
Winnebago and Wood. 


In addition to receiving job assistance, residents of 
affected states may be eligible for unemployment insurance or 
disaster unemployment assistance. Both provide weekly 
unemployment payments. 


Similar assistance was provided to Florida, Louisiana and 
Hawaii in the aftermath of Hurricanes Andrew and Iniki last year.

USUAL WEEKLY EARNINGS OF WAGE AND 
SALARY WORKERS: SECOND QUARTER 1993 


WASHINGTON -- Median weekly earnings of the nation's 85.3 
million full-time wage and salary workers were $459 in the second 
quarter of 1993, the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U.S. 
Department of Labor has reported. This was 4.3 percent higher 
than a year earlier, with the gain outpacing the 3.1 percent 
increase in the Consumer Price Index for All Urban Consumers 
(CPI-U). 


Data on usual earnings are collected as part of the Current 
Population Survey, a nationwide sample survey of households in 
which respondents are asked how much each wage and salary worker 
usually earns per week. The second-quarter data show: 


---Women who usually worked full time had median earnings of 
$390 per week, 76.3 percent of the $511 median for men. The 
ratio of women's-to- men's earnings was about 1 percentage point 
higher than a year earlier and 15 points above the second quarter 
1979 level (the first year earnings data by sex were reported on 
a quarterly basis). 


---Median earnings for black men working at full-time jobs 


were $393 per week, 75 percent of the median for white men 
($522). The median for black women ($339) was 85 percent of that 
for their white counterparts ($400). Median earnings of 
Hispanics ($351) were close to the overall median for blacks 
($364) and well below that for whites ($475). 


---The highest median weekly earnings for men continued to 
be in the 45-to-54 year age group ($653). The next highest 
median was for those aged 35 to 44 ($600). The highest earnings 
for women straddled both age groups, $432 for the 35-to-44 
year-olds and $435 for the 45-to-54 year-olds. 


---Among the major occupational groups, persons in 
managerial and professional specialty jobs had the highest median 
weekly earnings ($799 for men and $571 for women), while men and 
women in service and farm jobs earned the least.

EMPLOYMENT AND EARNINGS CHARACTERISTICS 
OF FAMILIES: SECOND QUARTER 1993 


WASHINGTON -- The number of families with at least one 
employed member increased by 437,000 over the year ending with 
the second quarter of 1993 to 54.0 million, the U.S. Department 
of Labor's Bureau of Labor Statistics has reported. Over the 
same time span, the number of families with jobless members 
declined by 383,000 to 6.3 million. 


Median earnings of families with wage and salary workers 
rose by 2.1 percent over the year to $694 a week in the second 
quarter of 1993. Over the same period, there was a 3.1 percent 
increase in the Consumer Price Index for All Urban Consumers 
(CPI-U). Other second-quarter-1993 highlights were: 


---About 80 percent of all families had at least one 
employed member. This proportion has remained unchanged for the 
past 2 years. 


---Among all families with unemployment, about 70 percent 
also had at least one employed member. For married-couple 
families, the proportion with at least one working member was 
about 80 percent. By contrast, only about 46 percent of families 
with unemployment that were maintained by women also had employed 


members. 


---Of the 33 million families with children under age 18, 
about 2.4 million had at least one unemployed parent. This was 
somewhat smaller than a year earlier. 


---Median weekly earnings of married-couple families with 
wage and salary workers rose 2.7 percent over the year, reaching 
$790 in the second quarter of 1993. Nearly two-thirds of these 
families had two or more earners, for whom median earnings were 
$961 a week. Median earnings of families maintained by women 
($394) remained about half those of married- couple families. 
Median earnings of white families ($724) continued to exceed by a 
large amount those of both Hispanic ($498) and black ($484) 
families.
